For the 
past eight years he has been

in the 
United 
States. 
He 
is

Roman Catholic. 
Grueber, 
75, 
was arrested 
by the Nazis in 1940 and sent

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — A 
form er suburban police ser­ 
geant testified at Samuel H. 
Sheppard's murder trial today 
that he saw what appeared to be 
a bloody fingerprint on a stair­ 
way banister near the bedroom 
where Marilyn Sheppard was 
slain. 
Jay H. Hubach, who was a 
Bay Village police sergeant at 
the time of M arilyn's bludgeon­ 
ing July 4,1954, could not fix the 
time when he discerned what he 
called the bloody fingerprint 
except to say that it was some­ 
time between the slaying and 
the start of Sheppard's first 
trial Oct. 18,1954. 
State testimony had indicated 
that the only fingerprint of any 
import found in the Sheppard 
home after the slaying was a 
thumb print of the defendant on 
the head of the bed where Mari­ 
lyn was slain. 
Prosecutor John T. Corrigan 
in cross-examination asked: 
"Do you know as a matter oi 
fact it was a bloody finger­ 
print?" 
"I 
was 
not 
a fingerprint 
man," Hubach answered. 
Q. "Did you tell anybody?" 
A. "I discussed it with (pat­ 
rolman) Fred Drenkhan." 
Q. "Did you point out to Mary 
Cowan (a coroner's aide) any 
spot on the banister?" 
A. "Not to her. No s ir." 
Q. "Didn't you think this was 


im portant?" 
A. "I suppose it was, s ir." 
Q. "But you made no report." 
A. "No s ir." 
Hnhach also corroborated de­ 
fense testimony Friday by Dor­ 
othy Sheppard, a sister-in-law 
of the defendant, that on Nov. 
11, 1954, in a visit to the Samuel 
Sheppard home she found a key 
on the kitchen floor 
near a 
waste basket. She said the key 
fitted the back door 
of the 
home, but its presence on the 
door was not explained. 
The defense also called three 
women who were nurses at Bay 
View Osteopathic Hospital the 
morning 
of the slaying when 
Sheppard was brought in with 
what has been described as a 
broken neck. 
They testified that his 
tece 
was swollen and that he 
ap­ 
peared to be in pain and one of 
them, Marcella Hahn, said he 
was 
holding his neck and say­ 
ing, 
"My neck, my neckf" 
Another of the nurses, Anna 
Franz, 
testified that she had 
helped 
remove 
Sheppard's 
clothing and " it was soaking 
wet." 
Sheppard 
said that 
he 
had 
chased the killer of his wife onto 
the Lake Erie 
beach front at 
his home where he was knocked 
unconscious and left half in the 
w ater. 
The retrial is moving along 
swiftly, compared to the 
65- 
day first trial 
12 years ago. 


Pictures of 
Solar Eclip se 


Are Taken

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The Gemini 12 astronauts, 
spaceage astronom ers seeking 
secrets of the universe, photo­ 
graphed a solar eclipse today 
and then opened a hatch for 
Edwin E. (Buzz) Aldrin J r. to 
shoot clear pictures of 
the 
stars. 
Aldrin thrust the upper half 
of his body into the vacuum of 
space 
at 
11:15 a.m . for a 
planned two . hour, 20-minute 
session outside—a prelude to a 
two-hour space walk Sunday. 
Aldrin reported at the outset 
that he had a slight tendency to 
float up when the hatch was 
first opened, probably because 
of the escape of residual air 
and gases in the cabin. 
“ There went one of 
those 
washers. . and some other par­ 
ticles coming out of the cock­ 
pit,” Aldrin reported, and add­ 
ed: 
"Would you believe 
I 
see 
stars all around u s." 
The moon, sun and stars oc­ 
cupied Aldrin and James A. 
Lovell Jr. during their second 
day in orbit. They were busy 
shutterbugs as they z i p p e d 
around the globe at 17,500 miles 
an hour. 
They woke up early to chase 
the moon across South Ameri­ 
ca, snapping 
the first photos 
ever taken of a solar eclipse 
from above the distorting influ­ 
ence of the earth's atmosphere. 
For 10 minutes they aimed 
three cam eras as the new moon 
slipped steadily across the face 
of the sun, briefly blotting it out 
in a rare total eclipse that las­ 
ted seven or eight seconds. 
After 
capturing 
the solar 
spectacular on film, the astro­ 
nauts turned to the star photo­ 
graphy. 
F irst, and before standingup, 
Aldrin perform ed calesthenics 
for about 30 seconds, moving his 
hands back and forth from his 
lap to his helmet at the rate of 
about once a second. Heart, 
respiration and other readings 
were to be compared with those 
obtained from sim ilar exercise 
cm the ground. 
A major goal of the Gemini 12 
flight — and A ldrin's three ex­ 
cursions outside - is to learn 
how effectively man can work 
in space, a problem that has 
buffaloed scientists.

State testimony had indicated 
that the only fingerprint of any 
import found in the Sheppard 
home after the slaying was a 
thumb print of the defendant on 
toe head of the bed where Mari­ 
lyn was slain. 
Prosecutor John T. Corrigan 
In crossexam ination asked: 
"Do you know as a matter ai 
filet it was a bloody finger­ 
print?”

a fingerprint 
man,” Hubach answered. 
Q. "Did you tell anybody?” 
A. "I discussed it with (pat­ 
rolman) Fred Drenkhan.” 
Q. "Did you point out to Mary 
Cowan (a coroner's aide) any 
spot on the banister?” 
A. "Not to her. No sir.” 
Q. "Didn't you think this was 


Important?” 
A. "I suppose it was, sir.” 
Q. "But you made no report.” 
A. "No s ir.” 
Hubach also corroborated de­ 
fense testimony Friday by Dor­ 
othy Sheppard, a sister-in-law 
of the defendant, that on Nov. 
l l , 1954, in a visit to the Samuel 
Sheppard home she found a key 
on the kitchen floor 
near a 
waste basket. She said the key 
fitted the back door 
of the 
home, but Its presence on the 
floor was not explained. 
"Hie defense also called three 
women who were nurses at Bay 
View Osteopathic Hospital the 
morning 
of the slaying when 
Sheppard was brought in with 
what has been described as a 
broken neck. 
They testified that his

was swollen and that he

them, Marcella Hahn, said he

Pictures of 
Solar Eclipse 
Are Taken

CAPE KENNEDY, Pl a. (AP) 
— The Gemini 12 astronauts, 
spaceage astronom ers seeking 
secrets of the universe, photo­ 
graphed a solar eclipse today 
and then opened a hatch for 
Edwin E. (Buzz) Aldrin Jr. to 
shoot clear pictures of 
the 
stars. 
Aldrin thrust the upper half 
of his body into the vacuum of 
space at 
11:15 a.m . for a 
planned two . hour, 20-minute 
session outside—a prelude to a 
two-hour space walk Sunday. 
Aldrin reported at the outset 
that he had a slight tendency to 
float up when the hatch was 
first opened, probably because 
of the escape of residual air 
and gases in the cabin. 
"There went one of 
those 
washers. . and some other par­ 
ticles coming out of the cock­ 
pit,” Aldrin reported, and add­ 
ed: 
"Would you believe 
I 
see 
stars all around us.” 
The moon, sun and stars oc­ 
cupied Aldrin and James A. 
Lovell Jr. during their second 
day in orbit. They were busy 
shutterbugs as they z i p p e d 
around the globe at 17,500 miles 
an hour. 
They woke up early to chase 
the moon across South Ameri­ 
ca, snapping 
the first photos 
ever taken of a solar eclipse 
from above the distorting influ­ 
ence of the earth's atmosphere. 
For IO minutes they aimed 
three cam eras as the new moon 
slipped steadily across the face 
of the sun, briefly blotting it out 
in a rare total eclipse that las­ 
ted seven or eight seconds. 
After 
capturing 
the solar 
spectacular on film , the astro­ 
nauts turned to the star photo­ 
graphy. 
First, and before standing up, 
Aldrin performed calesthenics 
for about 30 second*, moving his 
hands back and forth from his 
lap to his helmet at the rate of 
about once a second. Heart, 
respiration and other readings 
were to be compared with those 
obtained from sim ilar exercise 
on the ground. 
A major goal of the Gemini 12 
flight — and Aldrin’s three ex­ 
cursions outside - Is to learn 
how effectively man can work 
in space, a problem that has 
buffed oed scientists.

What does it mean? What 
does it portend? 
Was it good or bad? 
These are some of the 
many questions posed by Tuesday’s elections. 
Anyone versed in American politics - where 
every citizen is an armchair politician, even 
if he hasn’t time to vote - can expect such 
questions, plus a thousand answers, from the 
fools, the pundits and the wise. 
The results unexpected? 
Surely not, except 
in their scope. 
More than the tradition of in­

Now it has been blunted. 
But education is a slow and painful process, 
and Negroes are no more slow to learn than 
whites. 
Perhaps almost as vital in the Republican re­ 
surgence were such matters as inflation - 
it always stirs unease and fear in the public 
mind - also the fear of a one-party govern­ 
ment, not to mention the bogeyman, socialism. 
These are some of the things that power the 
swing of the pendulum of public thinking. First 
thinking veers to right, then to left - a sort 
of a mental mechanism wisely endowed to man 
by his Creator.

Need a clincher? Our newly elected congress­ 
man, thanking the voters, solemnly pledged his 
constituents a return of the government to the 
people, a turn away from socialism - also 
promised added benefits under Social Security. 
It’s part of the game of politics: 
Good men 
lose, bad men win; but before they lose, the 
.good usually do their bit of good, and they far 
outnumber the bad.

It gives immediate traction 
and usually controls light snowfalls completely, 
without the need for plowing. In heavier snow­ 
falls the roadmen count on the salt to prevent 
bonding of the ice and snow to the pavement 
and to make the snow plowing faster and more 
effective. 
While accident prevention to save lives and 
avert injuries is the prime concern of the salt 
spreaders they know that ice and snow mean 
danger to the economic health of the community 
too. 
One recent survey showed that business 
falls off as much as 80 percent, gasoline reve­ 
nues drop 30 percent during severe winter 
weather.

ON THE ELECTION 
What does it mean? What 
does it portend? 
Was it good or bad? These are some of the 
many questions posed by Tuesday’s elections. 
Anyone versed in American politics - where 
every citizen is an armchair politician, even 
if he hasn’t time to vote - can expect such 
questions, plus a thousand answers, from the 
fools, the pundits and the wise. 
The results unexpected? 
Surely not, except 
in their scope. 
More than the tradition of in­ 
party losses in an off-year election, there were 
many leavening factors in the political bread’ 
fed voters before this year’s elections - 
the 
backlash, inflation, the Viet Nam conflict, the 
“ trend to socialism ,” the fear of a one-party 
system. 
All played a role, and the impossible but 
intriguing challenge is to decide how im­ 
portant a role each played. 
The backlash was unmistakable, perhaps the 
decisive factor in many victories and as many 
defeats. 
And perhaps in the long run even that 
may be good. 
The prejudice of the backlash 
was disgraceful, yet understandable. 
For all 
the right of Negroes to demand the justice 
denied them through centuries, they should know 
even better than whites 
that 
no 
one 
likes 
to be pushed, threatened by riots and arson - 
that all social change requires time for ad­ 
justment and acceptance. 
Most white Americans are fundamentally de­ 
cent, and their will to right old wrongs was 
inordinately strong. 
Now it has been blunted. 
But education is a slow and painful process, 
and Negroes are no more slow to learn than 
whites. 
Perhaps almost as vital in the Republican re­ 
surgence were such matters as inflation - 
it always stirs unease and fear in the public 
mind - also the fear of a one-party govern­ 
ment, not to mention the bogeyman, socialism. 
These are some of the things that power the 
swing of the pendulum of public thinking. First 
thinking veers to right, then to left - a sort 
of a mental mechanism wisely endowed to man 
by his Creator. 
Other things to consider - 
In Viet Nam, Communism can find little solace 
in the outcome of an election which rather

New and badly needed leaders emerged for a 
party whose leadership had grow'n old, stale 
and generally discredited.

No longer ago 
than Monday, there wasn’t even one. 
As for socialism - well, there’s no denying 
the trend. 
Slowed, no doubt, but it would be 
absurd to say that the trend is halted, or even 
that the American people want it stopped. Try 
to convince the American electorate it should 
give up one bit of the socialism it has - Medi­ 
care, Social Security, federal aid programs in 
a hundred different fields. 
Need a clincher? Our newly elected congress­ 
man, thanking the voters, solemnly pledged his 
constituents a return of the government to the 
people, a turn away from socialism - also 
promised added benefits under Social Security, 
It s part of the game of politics: 
Good men 
lose, bad men win; but before they lose, the 
. good usually do their bit of good, and they far 
outnumber the bad. 
The thing that stands out in this election is 
that it has restored a long-lagging hope for a 
strong, two-party system without which no 
democracy can long survive.

The salt is put down as soon as the 
snow starts to fall and it keeps the snow from 
packing and icing. It gives immediate traction 
and usually controls light snowfalls completely, 
without the need for plowing. In heavier snow­ 
falls the roadmen count on the salt to prevent 
bonding of the ice and snow to the pavement 
and to make the snow plowing faster and more 
effective. 
While accident prevention to save lives and 
avert injuries is the prime concern of the salt 
spreaders they know that ice and snow mean 
danger to the economic health of the community 
too. 
One recent survey showed that business 
falls off as much as 80 percent, gasoline reve­ 
nues drop 30 percent during severe winter 
weather. The survey showed skidding accidents, 
increased 36 percent. 
The snowfighters deserve the thanks of 
the 
community for their planning, preparation, and 
execution of modern snow and ice control pro­ 
grams that save lives, prevent injuries and 
avoid awesome economic losses throughout the 
snow-belt of the nation.

sachusetts to Senator * elect 
Mark Hatfield in Oregon, most 
of Tuesday’s top winners are 
known to favor Romney. 
This must be a bitter blow to 
Richard Nixon, the perennial 
hopeful, who barnstormed up 
and down the country in behalf 
of GOP candidates in 
65 con­ 
gressional d istricts. He sought 
to win friends, 
influence 
fu­ 
ture convention delegates,and 
put the Nixon stam p on the Re­ 
publican victories. 
Though 
Nixon 
earned the 
gratitude of the party 
pros, 
the post • election pundits are 
wrong in claiming 
the 
re ­ 
sults boosted his presidential 
prospects. 
This 
column has talked to 
GOP leaders in the big presi­ 
dential 
swing 
states. Though 
it 
is too early for 
irrevo­ 
cable pledges, most of 
the 
gubernatorial 
winners 
pri­ 
vately tiave expressed 
a pre­ 
ference for Romney. 
The closest to a commitment 
has 
come 
from New York’s 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, who 
has promised that he will keep 
out of the presidential 
race 
himself and leave Sen. Jacob 
Javits, R-N. Y., free to seek 
the 
Vice Presidency. It Is 
no 
secret 
that Javits 
is 
quietly lining up the massive 
New York delegation 
behind 
Romney. 
Pennsylvania’s 
Raymond 
Stiafer, M assachusetts’s 
John 
Volpe, 
Maryland’s 
Ted Ag­ 
new, and A rkansas’s Winthrop 


Rockefeller have also 
been in 
touch with the Romney forces. 
MORMONS 
WOULD 
BACK 
ROMNEY 
Ohio’s Gov. Jam es Rhodes 
is the only major winner who 
might 
be 
leaning 
toward 
Nixon. But Rhodes 
Isn't ex­ 
pected to hand over the 
Ohio 
delegation 
as long as there’s 
the slightest possibility 
he 
night become a dark house can­ 
didate himself. 
California's Ronald Reagan 
is also likely to go into 
the 
convention as a dark house. If 
he should be left at the starting 
gate, 
he wouldn't be eager to 
throw his support 
to Nixon, 
who has lost many friends 
In 
California since he left 
the 
state In an angry 
pout over 
losing the governorship. 
Reagan also drew a big vote 
from the Mormons 
who con­ 
stitute 
a 
powerful 
con­ 
servative bulwark in Southern 
California. 
Out of 
pure 
pride, they could be expected 
to 
support 
their 
fellow 
Mormon, George Romney, for 
President. 
In conservative 
Utah, 
for 
example, a secret poll taken by 
Merrill • W irthlln Associates 
showed the state's predominant­ 
ly Mormon voters would give 
Romney an overwhelming 
66 
to 24 per cent majority over 
President Johnson. Nixon has 
no such support in Mormon 
country. 
The big senator victories also 
went to such Romney • minded 
Republicans 
as 
Qlinols's 
Charles 
Percy, 
Oregon's 
Mark Hatfield, Massachusetts 
Edward Brooke, New Jersey's 
Clifford 
Case, 
Tennessee's 
Howard Baker, Kentucky's John 
Sherman 
Cooper, and Maine's 
Margaret Chase Smith. 
Even the conservatives who 
won •• Texas's 
John Tower, 
Nebraska's Carl Curtis, South 
Dakota’s 
Karl Mundt 
and 
Iowa's 
Jack Miller — cam­ 
paigned as m oderates. 
Tills almost certainly will 
liave a moderating influence 
u p o n 
that 
old 
political 
chameleon, Senate GOP Leader 
Everett Dirksen, who can 
be 
expected to strike a pose closer 
to the middle of the road during 


the next two years. 
Most of Tuesday's Republi­ 
can 
winners, with the glaring 
exception 
of Ronald Reagan,

Singapore. Heavy 
tides 
of 
vehicles, 
pedicabs 
and 
trudging human beings 
flow 
sluggishly along the thorough- 
feres. And there is 
the 
Incessant noise — the 
ex­ 
hausts, 
the horns, 
the tinny 
music, the shouts, laughter and 
perpetual babbie. 
In the first gray light 
of 
dawn your airport taxi brings 
you into Darwin. The streets 
a re wide. The houses are set 
back 
behind 
broad lawns. 
T here's 
not 
a 
person 
in 
sight. You could take this north 
Australian town of 23,000 and 
set it down next to Liberal, 
Kansas, or Abilene, Texas, and 
it would fit perfectly. 


THE DeHavilland Heron 
of 
Connellan Airways heads south 
for Alice Springs in the center 
of the continent, 1,000 miles 
away. The palm trees 
vanish 
first. Then the eucalyptus and 
the tall term ite pillars. Death 
takes over the land. 
At Victoria River Downs 
a 
lone truck waits at the 
dirt 
airstrip . 
You help 
the crew 
unload the mall, the groceries, 
the

Winnemucca or Wickenberg or 
Winslow you'd fool most Amer­ 
ican w esterners. 
Here is one of the centers of 
the famous Australian 
Flying 
Doctors.

and another 75,000 miles

ready medicine, but how much 
better than nothing. 
A MILE away at the 
Alice 
Springs High School the School 
of the Air borrows four hours 
a day of the Doctors’ network. 
There are 
54 prim ary school 
age children who daily gather 
around twoway radios in 27 sta­ 
tions scattered over an area 
larger than Wyoming. 
Teacher John Penberthy, 28, 
opens the day's session 
at 
9:45 
a.m . with the school on

piano. He asks Irma (280 
miles northwest) to sing It.She 
does. Billy (190 
miles 
east) 
says Irma sang it too high.

Names Often Touchy Trading Stamp 
Dispute Rages on

com panies in sist that to address 
them co rrectly you must include 
the " In c ." at the end of the 
nam e, even though for com m er­ 
cial identification purposes this 
tail is of questionable value. 
O e rs in sist that a comma 
be inserted 
just before 
the 
"In c ." Some don't 
want the 
com m a. And m ore insist that 
the tail be dropped. So me others 
spell the word "C orporation." 
Most, how ever, 
settle 
for 
C orp." 
In England the tail is "L td.” , 
in F rance and Spain "S.A ." in 
Holland "N .V .", in Germany 
"A .G ." and in Japan "K Jv." 
In 
popular 
use, 
however, 
these ta ils that trail company 
nam es a re som etim es as redun­ 
dant as adding esquire to a p er­ 
son's nam e. In certain instances 
they do help identify a small 
corporation that might be con­ 
fused with a partnership. 
Everyone of these tails means 
essentially the sam e thing: That 
liability in the company is lim it­ 
ed to the am ount owned — to 
the par value of an individual's 
sh ares. One person can't be held 
responsible 
for 
m ore of the 
company than he owns. 
For legal purposes the tails do 
have m eaning. In New York and 
many other sta te s, for example, 
laws required the word "in co r­ 
porated" or "lim ite d " or "co r- 
poration" be part of the name 
a s a lim ited liability concern. 
There a re exceptions. General 
E lectric Co. was incorporated 
under an old law. If it was rein­ 
corporated, how ever, it might 
have to add the tag. This lias 


been done before. 
A few years ago, Am erican 
Gas & E lectric Co. changed its 
name 
to 
A m erican E lectric 
Power and was required to add 
a tall to its name. The general 
assum ption today is that a com ­ 
pany without a tail is a p artn e r­ 
ship. 
In popular usage, the indica­ 
tion of incorporation is harcfly a 
requirem ent for identification. 
Almost all large concerns a re 
incorporated. But many of the 
larg est of them seldom use the 
formal nam e. 
A General M otors Corporation 
executive commented "w e se l­ 
dom use ‘C orporation' in our 
statem ents. We just call it Gen­ 
eral M otors." At United States 
Steel Corporation a spokesman 
said "W e just say UJS.Steel for 
sim plicity." 
But to many com panies the 
tail is as necessary as a tie to a 
w ell-dressed gentlem an. This is 
very true of sm all com panies 
with big am bitions. Some even 
have 
threatened 
to withhold 
payment for advertising which 
dropped a comma 
from the 
nam e. 
Some 
A m erican com panies 
use "L td ." instead of incorpo­ 
rated or corporation. This is an 
abbreviation of lim ited, mean­ 
ing lim ited liability, and is com ­ 
monly used in Britain and many 
countries influenced by B ritish 
trade. 
The name of a big banking 
concern is Calvin Bullock, Ltd. 
Why, a spokesman was asked, 
do you choose this form ? “ Vani­ 
ty, I suppose," he said. L ater,

"Thou shalt not covet, ordi­ 
narily. 
"Thou shalt not kill, o rdinari­ 
ly. 
"Thou shalt not com mit adul­ 
tery , o rd in arily ." 
"In other w o rd s," Fletcher 
says, "fo r me there a re no rules 
—none at a ll.” 
Fletcher is considered A m eri­ 
ca's leading exponent of "situ a ­ 
tion e th ic s," which he says "d e ­ 
clares that anything and every­ 
thing is right or wrong accord­ 
ing to the situation—what is 
wrong in som e cases would be 
right in o th e rs." 
"And this candid approach," 
he says, " is indeed a revolution 
in m o rals." 
Fletcher explained in an in­ 
terview that a situationist looks 
only 
at 
individual, concrete 
cases, not at ab stract princi­ 
ples. 
"I look at situations one at a 
tim e ," he said. "You ask me 
how often p rem arital sex would 
be all right and I would say re l­ 
atively 
infrequently. 
Maybe 
only once in 100 tim es. But in 
som e situations unm arried love 
could be infintely m ore m oral 
than m arried unlove.” 
"A situationist would discard 
all absolutes except the one ab­ 
solute: alw ays to act with loving 
co n cern ," he said. "Oh, I know, 
the word *love* is a swampy 
one, a sem antic confusion. 


"P ut it this way then: A situa­ 
tionist is prepared in any con­ 
cre te case to suspend, ignore or 
violate any principle if by doing 
so he can effect m ore good than 
by following it. 
"W hat is good? Good is first 
and forem ost the good of people. 
C hristians call it love, meaning 
neighbor -concern • to seek the 
w ell-being of people. 
"T he good is what w orks. 
Apart 
from 
the 
helping or 
hurting of people, ethical judg­ 
ments or evaluations a re mean­ 
in g le ss." 
Situation ethics has been c riti­ 
cized, 
especially 
by Roman 
(Catholics, whb ifphold t&ftein 
absolute m oral law s. An A m eri­ 
can Jesuit, the 
Rev. Robert 
Gleason, 
said: 
"It is not in 
C hristian tradition to present 
love as the exclusive motive for 
m oral action." 
Fletcher 
added: 
"Situation 
ethics is criticized for saying 
everything is relative. 
"B ut we say, ‘Look boys, this 
is the 20th century. The scientif­ 
ically sophisticated world view 
is relativ istic. You a re going to 
be left out in the cold if you 
think the m oral sciences a re 
somehow an exception to this 
rule and this influence*.'* 
F letcher, in turn, criticiz es 
persons 
he calls 
le g alists— 
"people who like to wallow o r 
cower in the security of the 
law .”

Names Often Touchy Trading Stamp 
Dispute Rages on

NEW YORK (AP) — Some 
companies insist that to address 
them correctly you must include 
the "Inc.” at the end of the 
name, even though for commer­ 
cial identification purposes this 
tail is of questionable value. 
O ers insist that a comma 
be inserted 
just before 
the 
"Inc.” Some don't 
want the 
comma. And more insist that 
the tail be dropped. Some others 
spell the word "Corporation.” 
Most, however, 
settle 
for 
Corp.” 
In England the tail is "Ltd.” , 
in France and Spain "S.A.” in 
Holland "N.V.” , in Germany 
"A.G.” and in Japan "KJv.” 
In 
popular 
use, however, 
these tails that trail company 
names are sometimes as redun­ 
dant as adding esquire to a per­ 
son's name. In certain instances 
they do help identify a small 
corporation that might be con­ 
fused with a partnership. 
Everyone of these tails means 
essentially the same thing; That 
liability in the company is limit­ 
ed to the amount owned — to 
the par value of an individual's 
shares. One person can't be held 
responsible for more of the 
company than he owns. 
For legal purposes the tails do 
have meaning. In New York and 
many other states, for e jaimple, 
laws required the word "incor­ 
porated” or "limited” or "cor­ 
poration” be part of the name 
as a limited liability concern. 
There are exceptions. General 
Electric Co. was incorporated 
under an old law. If it was rein­ 
corporated, however, it might 
have to add the tag. Tills has 


been done before. 
A few years ago, American 
Gas A Electric Co. changed its 
name 
to American Electric 
Power and was required to add 
a tail to its name. The general 
assumption today is that a com­ 
pany without a tail is a partner­ 
ship. 
In popular usage, the indica­ 
tion of incorporation is hardly a 
requirement for identification. 
Almost all large concerns are 
incorporated. But many of the 
largest of them seldom use the 
formal name. 
A General Motors Corporation 
executive commented "we sel­ 
dom use 'Corporation' in our 
statements. We just call it Gen­ 
eral Motors.” At United States 
Steel Corporation a spokesman 
said "We just say U.S.Steel for 
simplicity.” 
But to many companies the 
tail is as necessary as a tie to a 
well-dressed gentleman. This is 
very true of small companies 
with big ambitions. Some even 
have 
threatened 
to withhold 
payment for advertising which 
dropped a comma from the 
name. 
Some American companies 
use "Ltd.” instead of incorpo­ 
rated or corporation. This is an 
abbreviation of limited, mean­ 
ing limited liability, and is com­ 
monly used in Britain and many 
countries influenced by British 
trade. 
The name of a big banking 
concern is Calvin Bullock, Ltd. 
Why, a spokesman was asked, 
do you choose this form? "Vani­ 
ty, I suppose,” he said. Later, 
another

explained 
that Ltd., had "an international 
flavor ”

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) —- 
Dr. Joseph F. Fletcher,profes­ 
sor of ethics at Cambridge Epis­ 
copal Theological School, says 
he would amend the biblical Ten 
Commandments to read this 
way; 
"Thou shalt not covet, ordi­ 
narily. 
"Thou shalt not kill, ordinari­ 
ly. 
"Thou shalt not commit adul­ 
tery, ordinarily.” 
"In other words,” Fletcher 
says, "for me there are no rules 
—none at all.” 
Fletcher is considered Ameri­ 
ca's leading ex{>oiient of "situa­ 
tion ethics,” which he says "de­ 
clares that anything and every­ 
thing is right or wrong accord­ 
ing to the situation—what is 
wrong in some cases would be 
right in others.” 
"And this candid approach,” 
he says, "is indeed a revolution 
in morals.” 
Fletcher explained in an in­ 
terview that a situationist looks 
only 
at 
individual, concrete 
cases, not at abstract princi­ 
ples. 
"I look at situations one at a 
time,” he said. "You ask me 
how often premarital sex would 
be all right and I would say rel­ 
atively 
infrequently. 
Maybe 
only once in IOO tim es. But in 
some situations un married love 
could be infintely more moral 
than married unlove.” 
"A situationist would discard 
all absolutes except the one ab­ 
solute; always to act with loving 
concern,” he said. "Oil, I know, 
the word love' is a swampy 
one, a semantic confusion. 


"Put it this way then; A situa­ 
tionist is prepared in any con­ 
crete case to suspend, Ignore or 
violate any principle if by doing 
so he can effect more good than 
by following it. 
"What is good? Good is first 
and foremost the good of people. 
Christians call it love, meaning 
neighbor -concern • to seek the 
well-being of people. 
"The good is what works. 
Apart 
from 
the 
helping or 
hurting of people, ethical judg­ 
ments or evaluations are mean­ 
ingless.” 
Situation ethics lias been criti­ 
cized, 
especially 
by Roman 
Catholics, wh6 uphold (Attain 
absolute moral laws. An Ameri­ 
can Jesuit, the Rev. Robert 
Gleason, said; "It is not in 
Christian tradition to present 
love as the exclusive motive for 
moral action.” 
Fletcher 
added; 
"Situation 
ethics is criticized for saying 
everything is relative. 
"But we say, *Look boys, this 
is the 20th century. The scientif­ 
ically sophisticated world view 
is relativistic. You are going to 
be left out in the cold if you 
think the moral sciences are 
somehow an exception to this 
rule and this influence*.** 
Fletcher, in turn, criticizes 
persons 
he calls 
legalists— 
"people who like to wallow or 
cower in the security of the 
law.”

One chain raffles off color tele­ 
vision sets, another *ias a bingo­ 
like game with cash prizes. 
A Los Angeles store, called 
the Food Giant, advertises a 
televised 
hoise 
race game 
called " Post Time,” with $250,- 
000 in cash prizes. 
Strategic 
Merchandising 
Corp. of New York, originator of 
Bonus Bingo, Play 21 and Presi­ 
dents and Prizes games, has 
sold the promotions to 4,800 su­ 
permarkets — including Safe­ 
way, AAP and National Tea. It 
estimates that in the year ended 
Sept. 30, the games paid off 
nearly $8 million cash to 1.9 
million winners. 
William J. Jeffery, the presi­ 
dent, claims the games have 
increased store traffic as much 
as 50 per cent. 
The National Food Commis­ 
sion said that when trading 
stamps were introduced they 
more than paid for themselves 
by increasing store volume. 
"As more and more of the 
industry adopted stamps and 
competing forms of promotion, 
it was no longer possible for 
retailers to obtain additional 
volume by using trading stamp 
promotion. As a result, the cost 
of stamps represented an addi­

The U. S. Department of Agri^ 
culture, in a 1958 survey quoted 
by the stamp companies, found 
that prices in stamp-using su­ 
permarkets increased about .6 
per cent.

Cold weather is just around 
the corner; therefore livestock 
producers should begin to think 
about controlling lice on their 
livestock if they have not al- 
ready done so. As you know if 
you are a livestock producer, 
lice can be quite costly as flir 
as 
livestock are concerned. 
These pests thrive under crowd­ 
ed, 
unsanitary 
conditions; 
therefore, 
they 
thrive while 
livestock are in winter quart­ 
e rs. 
The best time to control lice 
is just prior to cold weather. 
Getting rid of lice in the fill 
gets around the problem of hav­ 
ing to spray in cold weather, 
and Aill-applied sprays will last 
all winter if a good job of spray­ 
ing is done and if no lousy ani­ 
mals are added to the herd 
later on. 
Lice can be controlled on 
beef cattle by the use of cable 
type backrubbers if the baek- 
rubber is kept charged with the 
proper insecticide during the 
winter. The backrubber should 
be treated with a mixture of 
either one quart 25 percent 
DDT emulsifiable concentrate 
or one-half pint 60-65 percent 
Toxa phene 
emulsifiable 
con­ 
centrate per gallon of fuel oil. 
The backrubber should be lo­ 
cated where cattle norm allyloaf 
during the winter. 


If cattle are 
sprayed, 
two 
spray applications applied at 
15 to 18 day intervals are 
recommended. The second ap­ 
plication will kill those lice 
that were in the midstage when 
the first spray was applied. 
Several insecticides including 
Toxa phene, Co-Ral, and Del- 
nav are recommended for this

Ral and Delnav can be used 
safely right up to slaughter at 
recommended rates, but cattle 
should not be sprayed with Toxa­ 
phene or allowed to use a Toxa­ 
phene treated backrubber with­ 
in 28 days of slaughter. When 
applied by the use of a backrub­ 
ber, DDT can be safely used 
up to slaughter; however, DDT 
should not be used as a spray 
for beef cattle. 
To control lice on hogs, both 
Co-Ral and Delnav are recom­ 
mended for use as sprays at 
the same rates suggested for 
beef cattle. 
If you prefer not to spray 
hogs, you can treat their bedding 
with Karlan Granules at the rate 
of one-half pound of granules 
per 100 square feet. This s a 
relatively new treatm ent which 
is cleared for use on hogs of 
all ages. If you use this treat­ 
ment, the treated bedding should 
be removed and replaced with 
clean bedding at least 14 days 
prior to slaughter. 
Pigs of less than weaning age 
should not be sprayed for the 
control of lice. 
If it becomes 
necessary to use control meas­ 
ures before pigs are weaned, 
the bedding treatm ent with Kar­ 
lan Granules should be used. 
Delnav can be used to control 
lice on hogs right up to slaugh­ 
ter, but should not be used 
more 
often 
than 
every two 
weeks.

Nazi Background May 
Go Against Kiesinger

man his party wants to succeed 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard is a 
highly successful local politici­ 
an with a knowledge of forieng 
affairs that goes back to service 
under Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
Adolf H itler's foreign m inister. 


Kurt Georg Kiesinger, 62, has 
for the last eight years run the 
populous and important state of 
Baden-Wuerttemberg as minis- 
ter-president. The job is some­ 
what like that of a governor in 
the United States. 


Baden-Wuerttemberg is in the 
extrem e southwest corner of' 
Germany and has a long border 
with France. Friends say that 
as a boy Kiesinger used to look 
across the Rhine River to the 
Vosges mountains and wonder 
why there had to be a frontier 
between the two countries. Now 
he is known as an advocate of 
closer relations between Ger­ 
many and President Charles de 
Gaulle's France. 


Kiesinger has come under 
some 
criticism • much more 
abroad than at home • because 
of his Nazi background. 
TTiis 
may do him some harm as he 
tries to put together a parlia­ 
mentary m ajority, 
just 
at a 
time when many people are 


worried about the upsurge of a 
new fcir right party, the Nation­ 
al Democrats. 


Kiesinger joined the Nazi par­ 
ty as a young lawyer in 1933, 
the year Hitler came to power, 
but says he grew disillusioned 
when the dictator had many of 
his closest followers murdered. 
He did not quit the party. But 
friends say that at one point he 
was so disgusted he wanted to 
em igrate, perhaps to Am erica. 


In 1940, he says he was draft­ 
ed into service at Ribbentrop's 
Foreign Ministry. 
In a state­ 
ment issued Wednesday he de­ 
nied he was a contact man be- 
. tween Ribbentrop and Propa­ 
ganda Minister Josef Goebels, 
or that he was in contact with 
Hitler and other high Nazis. 


After the war Kiesinger went 
into politics in the Christian 
Democratic party, and rose to 
be chairman of the Bundestag 
Foreign Affairs Committee. Ex­ 
chancellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer 
<mce considered him for the job 
of foreign m inister. 


In 1958 he quit Bonh and went 
back to Baden-Wuerttemberg, 
taking over the m inister-presi- 
dent post in Stuttgart, the state 
capital.

As you know if 
you are a livestock producer, 
lice can be quite costly as tor 
as 
livestock are concerned. 
These pests thrive under crowd­ 
ed, 
unsanitary 
conditions; 
therefore, 
they 
thrive while 
livestock are in winter quart­ 
ers. 
The best time to control lice 
is just prior to cold weather. 
Getting rid of lice in the till 
gets around the problem of hav­ 
ing to spray in cold weather, 
and toll-applied sprays will last 
all winter if a good job of spray­ 
ing is done and if no lousy ani­ 
mals are added to the herd 
later on. 
Lice can be controlled on 
beef cattle by the use of cable 
type backrubbers if the back- 
rubber is kept charged with the 
proper insecticide during the 
winter. The backrubber should 
be treated with a mixture of 
either one quart 25 percent 
DDT emulsifiable concentrate 
or one-half pint 60-65 percent 
Toxaphene 
emulsifiable 
con­ 
centrate per gallon of fuel oil. 
Tile backrubber should be lo­ 
cated where cattle normally loaf 
during the winter. 


If cattle are 
sprayed, 
two 
spray applications applied at 
15 to 18 day intervals are 
recommended. The second ap­ 
plication will kill those lice 
that were in the midstage when 
the first spray was applied. 
Several insecticides including 
Toxaphene, Co-Ral, and Del­ 
ray are recommended for this

When 
applied by the use of a backrub­ 
ber, DDT can be safely used 
up to slaughter; however, DDT 
should not be used as a spray 
for beef cattle. 
To control lice on hogs, both 
Co-Ral and Delnav are recom­ 
mended for use as sprays at 
the same rates suggested for 
beef cattle. 
If you prefer not to spray 
hogs, you can treat their bedding 
with Harlan Granules at the rate 
of one-lialf pound of granules 
per IOO square feet. This s a 
relatively new treatment wliich 
is cleared for use on hogs of 
all ages. If you use this treat­ 
ment, the treated bedding should 
be removed and replaced with 
clean bedding at least 14 days 
prior to slaughter. 
Pigs of less than weaning age 
should not be sprayed for tile 
control of lice.

Often times a young child will 
spend this time alone. As he 
grows older he begins to play 
with other children.

The 
two-to three-year-old 
may build sand castles in his 
play box with friends sitting 
next to him, never saying a 
word.

PASADENA, CALIF. (AP) - 
America’s Lunar Orbiter 2-on 
a mission to take pictures of 
13 possible astronaut landing 
sites - has company in lunar 
orbit - three Soviet spacecraft. 
But scientists said Thursday 
after the 850-pound craft was 
locked In orbit that there is 
no danger of collision or radio 
interference. 
Scientists at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory who are 
con­ 
trolling the craft ordered 
a 
braking rocket to be fired for 
IO minutes Thursday, slowing 
Orbiter 2 from 3,126 miles an 
hour to 2,678 and allowing it 
to slip into an orbit 1,147 to 119 
miles high. 
The Soviet craft in lunar orbit 
are Luna IO, Luna ll and Luna 
12, also sent to scout landing 
sites. 
The first two sent no 
pictures, but Luna 12hastrans­ 
mitted photos taken from an 
altitude of 62 miles. 
Orbiter 2 will circle the moon 
every 
three hours 
and 40 
minutes until Nov. 17 
while 
controllers plot Its track and 
study the moon’s gravitational 
field. 
Then the orbit will be altered 
to bring the spacecraft within 
28 miles of the lunar surface 
when the picture taking begins 
Nov. 18.

HOW TO MANAGE AND CARE 
FOR A YOUNG BULL 
Most young beef bulls - yearl - 
Ings and two-year-olds -- have 
been fitted for a sale with some 
grain feeding. 
When a young 
bull is purchased, 
reduce his 
grain ration gradually depend­ 
ing on his condition. 
Change the grain ration grad­ 
ually, reducing the proportion 
of corn in the ration and sub­ 
stituting oats and wheat bran 
for part of the cracked corn. 
If ground ear corn is used, 
this also makes for more bulk 
in the ration. The amount of 
the grain ration may be grad­ 
ually reduced to about half 
grain ration. Allow the bull all 
the good legume hay or mixed 
legume 
and grass hay that he 
will clean up. If a grass hay 
is used for roughage, 1 1/2 to 
2 pounds of soybean meal should 
be included in the grain ration. 
Exercise 
for breeding cat­ 
tle is very important. Provide 
the young 
bull with a lot or 
paddock, or better 
still, 
a 
pasture of 2 acres to provide

Aldrin then stood up andeval- 
uated his ability to perform 
simple tasks while four tethers 
held him firmly in his cabin 
seat.

craft and aimed it at selected 
star fields, mainly Cassiopeia, 
Sirius and Velorum. 
These star fields are believed 
to be relatively young - In the 
range of 10 million years - and 
scientists hope the amount of 
heat they produce, their ultra­ 
violet signature, might provide 
clues to their origin. 


Interpretation of the informa­ 
tion also could give an indica­ 
tion of the beginnings of the uni­ 
verse, believed to be 10,000 mil­ 
lion years old. 
Scientists also hoped 
that 
study of 
the eclipse phctos 
would answer some 
scientific 
riddles. 
Before speeding out over the 
Atlantic, Lovell
